We desire to call attention to a point which will be 
especially noted in the Reports by Districts, hoping that 
the suggestion appended may be productive of good 
results. 

The school in District No. 8, had, during the first term, 
some half-dozen of scholars. The number was too small 
to admit of classification, and many of the recitations were 
by single scholars without the stimulus of companionship. 
The interest was greatly diminished by the diminutive 
size of the school. In the winter scholars were added 
from the adjoining district, No. 14, and a dozen scholars 
were found in attendance. Not only were the benefits of 
the school extended to those who were at that time de- 
prived of such advantages in their own neighborhood, but 
all who attended were greatly helped by the increase of 
numbers. Classes of sufficient size to awaken zeal were 
formed, and all the advantages which come from the rub- 
bing together of mind with mind gained. A new spirit 
seemed to pervade the school. Work was entered into 
with heartiness. One learned from another, and all were 
stimulated to do their best. Here it occurred to your 
Committee, is a suggestive example of the gain which 
comes from massing forces. 
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In the interest of general education and the extension 
of the light of knowledge, which is increased by geuer- 
ously imparting, we recommend that contiguous districts 
arrange for mutual accommodation. A conference of 
Prudential Committees might result in beneficial arrange- 
ment. The transaction is one which would benefit both 
parties. Like the quality of mercy it blesses him that 
gives and him that takes. The whole cause of education, 
. indeed, is served by such kindly interchange. 


It might often ‘happen that the same teacher could be 
advantageously engaged to commence one school at the 
close of another. 


Among the records required to be placed by teachers 
on the School Registers, is the Percentage of Daily At- 
tendance for each term. This presentation enables the 
committee to see at a glance the regularity with which 
the scholars have been found in their places during the 
period included in the computation. By comparison there 
is perceived the relative degree, among the various schools 
of the town, with which the advantages afforded have 
been improved. : 


We give, as nearly as can be ascertained at the time 
of writing, the Percentage of Daily Attendance for each 
term of all the schools of the town. 


It should be stated that the calculation for each school 
is based on actual membership. There is first stricken 
out all absences of scholars who do not commence at the 
beginning of the term or who leave before the close; in 
fact all non-membership in half days; so that only absen- 
ces of those who are actually members of the school are 
taken into account. The figures 100 would indicate the 
constant attendance of all the scholars while members of 
the school. 
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Tt goes without saying that steady attendance is the 
surest means of attaining the full advantage of school edu- - 
cation.

Mr. Young writes, ** Taking out the 
half day’ s absences caused by sickness and one day of 
storm the percentage is L00.’’ 


No. 10.—Single term, 100, The schoo! privileges seem 
to be appreciated here. 

No. 11.—First term, 88; second term, 97. 

No. 12.—No sehool. 


No. 13.—First term, 88 8-9; second term, 99. A marked 
and commendable improvement is to be observed in the 
second term of Districts No. 11 and No. 13. u 


No. 14.—First term, 97; second term, 90 1-3. 


We cannot close this part of our report without calling 
attention to the efforts and sacrifices which are made in 
some homes represented in the above schools. On the 
other hand the indifference manifested by some parents is 
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to be deeply regretted, not only on account of the injury 
done to the schools but also for the loss which will be felt 
through life incurred by irregularly attending scholars. 


SCHOOL REPORTS BY DISTRICTS. 


No. 1.—The Prudential Committee has. wisely em- 
ployed one teacher through the year. Miss Conroy evi- 
dently enjoys her school work. Good order is maintained 
without apparent effort. The scholars are evidently fond 
of their teacher. Asa mark of interest on the part of 
parents and friends, there was, in addition to the visits 
reported in the table, a company of twenty-five- gathered 
at the closing exercises of the school year. | 

Nos. 2 and 8 are elsewhere reported. 

No. 4.—This district has not always been deieatt in 
the selection of teachers; neither is it strange that it 
should be so, for teachers are like watches in this regard, 
that one cannot tell at sight their real value. . 

Miss Eva Fuller taught the first and second terms, and 
wrought a great change for the better. The discipline of 
the term last preceding was lax, and a double work de- 


volved upon her; also, the pupils had a slow and uncer- 


tain manner of answering questions that was wasteful 
of time. These faults were corrected, and the scholars, 
in the examination at the end of the second term, did 
themselves great credit. It was a very superior showing 
both of manner and matter. 

The winter term was of average usefulness, but was 
sufficiently below the former to illustrate the benefits of 
securing the best teachers. 

No. 5.—This school was favored with the services of 
the same teacher for the entire school year. She was 
conscientious and painstaking, and consequently successful 
as far as these qualities could seeure success. 
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The daily attendance of this school is not what it should 
be. In many of the families it is apparently of little im- 
portance that the pupils are absent one or two days in 
each week, whereas no teacher can do good work on 
scholars who are irregular in attendance; and no scholar 
ean do himself credit under such circumstances. 

The blackboards in this school-house very much need 
painting. They have a good coat of paint on them, but 
it is of such a character that it is very difficult to use 
them. 

No. 6.—This is a good school, because the district has 
learned that the best teachers are the cheapest. Two 
teachers were employed on different terms, but they were 
from the same family, and their personal manners and 
modes of teaching were so alike that the change was felt. 
but little, and that perhaps for the better. Good work. 
was done here by teachers and pupils. The exgmination 
at the close of the year was'very satisfactory. 

No. 7.—This school also had two teachers, not espe- 
cially alike, but both did well. How so good work could 
be done in so poor a house is marvellous, and can be ac- 
counted for only on the ground that both teachers and ~ 
pupils ‘* had a mind to the work.” 

Mr. Hatch did an excellent service when he tepaitited 
the blackboard, thus rendering it fit for use. Some other 
committees might well ‘‘ go and do likewise.” 


No. 8.—Miss Thomas entered upon her first school 
with good acquirements and performed her duties faith- 
fully. Bat with seven for her ‘‘whole number of different 
pupils attending two weeks or more,” and only six for 
‘¢the average number of pupils attending the school,” 
there was but little opportunity for enthusiasm. Careful | 
instruction however was given resulting 1 in satisfaction to 
all concerned.

Miss Putnam, with twelve for her whole number, im- 
proved the enlarged opportunities. Her energy was 
imparted to the scholars and there was good life pervad- 
ing the school which was much enjoyed. As a proof of. 
the interest felt by parents, there was contributed over 
and above the school money received by apportionment, 
enough to lengthen this term of the school by two weeks. 


No. 9.—The first term was taught by Miss Ada L. — 
Robinson of Springfield, Vt. This was her first school, 
but she had qualifications for a good teacher, ’and for the 
first few weeks did well; but from circumstances personal 
to herself, her interest in the work apparently failed, and 
the term as a whole was not profitable. 

ge, whose experience in 
teaching enabled him to take hold of the work, and whose 
kindness and patience were an encouragement to the 
scholars, has awakened a good interest and carried along 
the school prosperously. The winter term not being 
complete we can only say with entire confidence that the 
closing examination will show praiseworthy progress to 
have been made on the part of the pupils. 


In the wiuter term, Mr. Young 


No. 10.—This home school is the centre of a good deal 
of interest. By drawing ‘in from neighbors the number 
of scholars increases, and has reached this year eleven in 
all, with an average number of nine. Six pupils were 
not absent during the single term of the year. The visit 
to the school was interesting, and the quality of the work 
done on the part of the teacher is to be commended. 


There is promise of a blackboard which will greatly 
facilitate the work of teaching in this little school. _ 


No. 11.—The attendance in this school and the appar- 
ent interest have increased during the year, comparing 
the second term with the first. Miss Garrity, who has 
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taught during both terms, has been conscientious in the 
performance of her duties. 


It is most desirable that fuller advantages should be 
taken in this district of educational privileges; and we 
desire to call the especial attention of parents to this sub- 
ject. So much of the future welfare of these children and 
youth depend upon their acquirements that we earnestly 
urge regular attendance. 


No. 13.—A good teacher employed through the year 
with the aid of kindly home relations between teachers 
and pupils has made this school pleasant and profitable. 
The number of scholars has been reduced by the remova} 
of a large family to District No. 1. The small school, 
however, has showed commendable spirit, and a satisfac- 
tory degree of interest. The blackboard exercises of the 
Arithmetic classes have made evident thoroughness of in- 
struction and elucidation. 


No. 14.—Miss Sadie Corbin has been a_ persistent 
worker and successful teacher in this school for three 
years. ‘The school is small and the pupils young, but the 
parents may congratulate themselves that their children 
have acquired a good amount of practical information 
which will serve as a nucleus around which may gather 
more rapidly the acquisitions of future years.

UNION DISTRICT NOS. 2 & 8. 
The first term of the village schools was of ten weeks. 
beginning April 17th, and closing June 22d. 
The second term was of ten weeks, beginning Sept. 10th, 


and closing Nov. 16th. 
The third term was of thirteen weeks, beginning Dec. 


3d, and ending March 7th. 
The total number of school weeks was thirty-three. 
The Primary Schools have been unusually full, and it 
became necessary to provide additional seats in the North 
Primary school room. 1 


Norra Primary.—-Miss Marion Lewis, teacher. ‘The 
scholars composing this school vary more from year to 
year, and even from term to term, than those of any other 
school in the village, thus making the work of instruction 
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the more difficult. Miss Lewis, by experience in this 
particular field, has advanced even upon her former good 
work. Her scholars as a whole have made unusual ad- 
vance during the year, particularly in their reading. The 
children read in a pleasant tone, and there is laid a good 
foundation for excellence in this branch. Your committee 
are highly satisfied with the year’s work in this school. 


South Primary. — Miss Louisa H. Grinnell, teacher. 
Miss Grinnell needs scarcely more than mention, her 
excellent qualities as a teacher being so well known 
and so highly appreciated in this community. In the 
visits of the committee from time to time there has been 
found the same vigor of administration and excellence of 
teaching as in former years. 

We are happy to say that the remarks eoncerning the 
reading in the North Primary school are entirely applica- 
ble to this school. 

GRAMMAR ScHooL.—Miss Laura V. Stoughton, teach- 
er. ‘Nothing is poorly done in this school on the part of 
the teacher, and it may almost be said, so entirely does 
the spirit of the teacher pervade the schoolroom, on the 
part of the pupils also. Every recitation receives its due 
attention, while those important departments of manners 
and morals are carefully attended to. Her ambition is 
high for every scholar, and each pupil under her charge 
she seems to regard as a sacred trust. 


Hicu Scuoot.— Mr. Wm. W. Allen, teacher. So 
thorough is the instruction given here, that your commit- 
tee can truly say that they receive the benefit of additional 
education at each visit. If education means to draw out 
what is in the pupil, and to enrich each mind with ad- 
vanced and quickening knowledge, it may be said to be 
imparted in the very best manner in this school. Tha 
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mathematieal branches might be specified, were it not 
that every study is, under Mr. Allén’s instruction, pursued 
with the aid of the most thorough and _ practical methods. 
The discipline in the school is very wholesome. 


We are happy to announce that six of the members, of 
the *‘ A” class will, if they attend during the next term, 
be entitled to receive diplomas certifying that they have 
satisfactorily completed the course of study prescribed for 
the High School, and are graduates of the same. Such 
an occasion may be anticipated as of especial interest, and 
its annual recurrence may be hoped for.

To seeif the town wili vote to appropriate a 
sum of money not to exceed twenty-five dollars, for the 
decoration of soldiers’ graves in said town, on the 30th of 
May next.
